Cannon was bitter In his denunciation 
of SiMnish atrocity, characterising the 
captain genera! of Cuba ae *‘that mad 
dog Weyler.” Lindsay declared that 1& 
the Information furnished by United 
States consuls was so shocking as to 
subject them to danger of assassination 
If their names were disclosed It was time 
to send warships to Cuba and to ter­ 
minate all diplomatic relations iHth that 
country. It was developed In the course 
of a colloquy between Foraker, Morgan 
and Vest that the state detriment had 
withheld the names *of United . States 
consuls reporting on the serious condi­ 
tion of afTalrs in Cuba because It might 
lead to their massacre, as alleged by 
Morgan.

In giving an account of hoW he came 
te know that United States consuls 
were In danger of massacre tf their 
names w«re known In connection with 
their, reports Morgan said that three 
senators on the committee had been 
ssttt as a sub-committee to the president 
luid secretary of state to confer on the 
Cuban subject. They had received cer- 
uln Information and the Injunction was 
laid upon them that the name of Oen- 
eeral Lee was not to be used In con­ 
nection with the Information. “The rea­ 
son given for this,” added Morgan, 
‘‘was the fear that the officials who 
gavé the Information would be mas­ 
sacred." 


'*Was this statement official that 
massacre might ensue,” asked White of 
California. 


“Yes, official.” responded Morgan. 


Th* Way Foraker Undomtood It. 


Foraker was with Morgan when he 
went to see the president and Vest said 
to Foraker: “I call attention to the state­ 
ment of the gentleman from Alabama 
that the president and secretary of stat<' 
desired that names of consuls should 
not be given as it would Involve their 
assassination. Is that so?” 


“Not In that language.” replied Fora­ 
ker. “but it was suggested that the diS' 
closure of names might do more harm 
than good, and possibly lead to vio­ 
lence.” 


It Wm Quite the Uaual Coarse. 
Foraker said that the department felt 
that there should be a reserve in giving 
the sources of its information. It was 
quite a usual course. Hoar pointed out 
that it was usual to withhold the names 
of consuls when the disclosure might 
result In a demand for their recall. 


In concluding his speech Foraker said 
it was time that the United States 
ceased policing her shores in the inter* 
eat of Spain. It was time to end this 
quasi co-partnership In a brutal and 
hellish war and. for his part, no vote or 
aet would continue this unholy alliance. 
There were evidences of a demonstra­ 
tion in the galleries as Foraker closed, 
but thsat were quickly checked by the 
presiding officer______ 


HOAB OITU HU YIKW8 AGAIN. 


Oalls Up goBM HleUvy of the War Agalast 
Um Aaiwleaa Hohals. 


Hoar replied to Foraker and said that 
what Spain bad declined waa what any 
aalt-respecting nation would decline-- 
that while she retained Cuba she should 
make iawa for that part of her kingdom 
under the dictation of the United States. 
That waa not a declination of media­ 
tion. Twenty years ago Spain had said 
there .might be circumstances under 
which she would accept mediation. And 
if the facts claimed by the senator from 
Ohio were true it must seem to him that 
the golden hour arrived. 


Hoar called attention to • statement 
In blney’s letter which Foraker had not 
read^that the war was conducted by 
the Insurgents not by pitched battles, 
but by applying the torch to plantations 
and striving to starve out the Spanisli 
soldiers by destroying plantations and 
business. If it were true that insurgents 
m'ere thus destroying the property of 
American citisens was a violation of the 
rules of war, and that they were ban­ 
ished or punished by death, he asked, 
arid added: ”1 would like a report from 
the committee on foreign relations on 
that point” 


He did not know whether If a Cuban, 
or an American citisen, were caught 
red-handed in such busing he should 
not be put to death. Federal soldiers 
had been executed in the American re­ 
bellion after trial by a drumhead court- 
martial for burning a military bridge, 


Aftersome more talk oo this subject the 
senate adjourned until Monday.

sides, and the frightful havoc which dis- 
e^ase makes the ranks of soldiers, par­ 
ticularly among the unaccllmated Span­ 
iards. The poverty and distress Of the 
people are increasing, and the loss of 
property of all sorts dally becoming 
more enormous.

The letter from SecreUry Olney to 
Spanish Minister De Lome under date 
of April 4, 18M, Is the one in which In­ 
tervention is suggested. In opening Ol­ 
ney said: “It, might be well deemed 
a dereliction of duty to the govern­ 
ment of the United Statea as well as a 
censureable want of candor to Sf^n if I 
were longer to defer oflHclal expreaalon 
aa well of the anxiety with which thè 
president regards the existing situation 
in Cuba as of his earnest desire for the 
prompt and permanent pacification of 
the island. Any plan giving reasonable 
assurance of that result and not in­ 
consistent with the just rlghU and rea­ 
sonable demands of all concerned would 
be earnestly promoted by him by all 
means which the constitution and laws 
of this country place at his disposal. 
• • 
“It is impossible to deny that the ex­ 
pectations entertained by you in the 
summer and fall of 1895 • • • have 
been completely disappointed. The in­ 
surgents 
seem today to command a 
larger part of the island than ever be­ 
fore”—etc., etc. The secretary declares 
further along that outside of the “towns 
still under Spanish rule anarchy, law­ 
lessness and terrorism are rampant.” 
“The situation thus described,” he con­ 
tinues, “is of great interest to the peo­ 
ple of the United States. They are in­ 
terested in any struggle anywhere for 
freer political institutions, but neces­ 
sarily and in special measure in a strug­ 
gle that is raging almost in sight of 
our shores.” 
He said his purpose was not at that 
time to suggest intervention, but that 
the United States could not contemplate 
with complacency another ten years of 
Cuban insurrection. Olney then sug­ 
gests that neither Spain nor the Cubans 
can reasonably object to this interven­ 
tion, and adds that if anything is to be 
done It should be done at once and on 
Spain’s initiative. 
Foraker read only the following ex­ 
tract from Mr. De Lome's reply, which 
waa dated June 4, 1S®€: ”In brief, there 
ia no effectual way to pacify Cuba, un­ 
less it begins with the actual aubmiaaioa 
of the armed rebels to the mother coun­ 
try. * • * Notwithstanding thla the 
government of the United States could, 
by the use of proper means, contribute 
greatly to the pacification of the laland 
of Cuba. The government of hla me* 
jeaty la already very grateful to that 
of the United States for lU Intentloii to 
prosecute the unlawful expedltiona to 
Cuba of some of its citlaens with more 
vigor than in the past, aftsr making a 
judicial investigation aa to the ade­ 
quacy of Ita laws when honestly en­ 
forced. 


“Still, the high moral sense of the 
government of Washington will un­ 
doubtedly suggest to it other more ef­ 
fectual means of preventing henceforth 
what is now the case, a struggle which 
is going on so near its frontiers and 
which Is proving 90 injurious to its In­ 
dustry and commerce—a fact juatly de­ 
plored by your excellency—being pro­ 
longed so exclusively by the powerful 
assistance which the rebellion finds In 
the territory of this great republic, 
against the wishes of all those who love 
order and law. The constant violation 
of international law In its territory la 
especially manifest on the part of Cu­ 
ban emigrants who care nothing for the 
losses suffered In the meanwhile by the 
citisene of the United States and of 
Spain through the prolongation of the 
war. 
“The Spanish government, on ita part, 
haa done much and will do more evwy 
day in order to achieve such a doilra- 
ble snd, by endéavo^ng to correct the 
mistakes of public opinion in the United 
States and py exposing the piota and 
calumnies of Ita rebellious subjects. 
* • • When the government of the 
United States shall once be convinced 
of our being in the. right, and that hon­ 
est conviction shall in some mariner be 
made puUio, but little more will be re. 
quired in order that all those In Cuba 
who are not inerely strlying to accom­ 
plish the total niin of ¿he beautiful 
country in which they were bom, being 
then hopeless of outside help and pow- 
ei less by themselves, will lay down their 
arm«. 


“Until that happy state of thinga has 
been attained. Spain will, In the juat 
defense not only of her righta, but alao 
of bar duty and honor, continue tha af- 
forta for ah early victory which iha ia 
now agtrtlpg rsgardlsaa of tho grwitaM

F0r$4,000. 


Benton Harbor Can Get a Magnifi­ 
cent Water Syatem. 


It will cost not to exceed 1(4,000 for 
Benton Harbor to make the desired in­ 
crease to her water supply. 
This is 
the estimate of an engineer who has 
had the matter under close considera­ 
tion. 


The plan which the city must adopt 
to get all the water it may require for 
this amount is to lay a main to Mc- 
Guigan Springs. 
This estimate would 
permit of a 12-inch pipe being used 
through which enough water would 
flow to make an auxiliary of sufficient 
capacity to furnish, with the supply at 
band, a city four times the size" of 
Benton Harbor. 


There are six screens in the wells at 
the water works station that could be 
removed without affecting the capacity 
of the service. Their use is unneces­ 
sary where they are. now located and 
these could be sunk at McGuigan 
Springrs, and all that would be required 
to permit of the city utilizing the 
spring water would be the pipe and 
several valves. 
The screens cost from 
$100 to $200 each, but the city has these 
as before stated. 


There is a fall of 35 feet from the 
springs to Benton Harbor, which con­ 
dition would not make it necessary to 
adopt the use of power in bringing the 
water here, and the water is the finest 
that could be procured. 


The same engineer who figured that 
the city could get its water at McGui­ 
gan Springs for $4,000 stated that it 
would not, cost a cent less than 0150,0(K) 
to bring the water from Lake MicM- 
gan.

One Is to comfi^l railroads 
to sell 500-mlle mileage books a t 2 cents 
a mile, these books to be good for any 
member of a firm or co-partnership. The 
other provides for the sale of an inter­ 
changeable and redeemable system of 
mileage books by all companies or cor- 
pcrations, operating steam railroads in 
the state. 
The coupons of the inter­ 
changeable mileage books must be ac­ 
cepted for fare for any and all members 
of the owner’s family or firm, and when 
they become invalid at the expiration of 
a year the unused part must be renewed 
another year if presented at the issuing 
office. The railroad companies must file 
a bond with the state treasurer to guar­ 
antee the redemption of the books Is­ 
sued.

Came to Benton Harbor on th# Pre­ 
tense of Bulldlna a Railroad^ 
Looke Dark for the Party. 


The prophecy has been made that 
the methods adopted by ‘‘Uncle Jimmy’* 
Monroe in the manipulation of politics 
in Berrien county will cost Hon. E. L. 
Hamilton a second term in con^rress. 
^ v er since ‘‘Uncle Jimmy’' became a 
recognized leader in the republican 
party in Michigan he has had a finger 
in the political pie of Berrien county. 
Hé has lately been particularly active 
in his work here. 
Some time before 
Harry R. Huntington was recommended 
for the postofllce here Kalamazoo’s 
mayor came to Benton Harbor often. 
He had a railway project in his head, 
so the story went, but since the ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Huntington and the 
fences are all in shape for the installa­ 
tion of Fred A. Woodruff in the St^ 
Joseph postofllce *‘Uncle Jimmy” has 
not been seen in Benton Harbor. His 
railway schemes are buried and will 
not be disinterred until there is another 
republican postmaster to appoint or 
aaoiher congressman to elect. 


It was a matter of policy and was in 
keeping with the strategic methods al­ 
ways adopted by this great political 
wwriortowant to conceal the real 
purpose of his frequent errands to Ben­ 
ton Mrbor. He didn’t want to cause a 
breach in the republican party here by 
letting the fact get out that he was 
mixing up in the postoffice contest 


**Uncle Jimmy’^ is a sly old canine 
but of those who are close enough to 
the Berrien county republican machine 
to hear the fascinating hum of its fast 
revolving wheels there are none who 
do not know that Harry H. Huntington 
owes his apTOintments to the result of 
strings pulled by that cleverest of 
clever men—“Uncle Jimmy” Monroe. 
There are none who do net know that 
if Fred A. Woodruff takes possession 
of the St. Joseph postoitice under the 
authority of the government he will 
have “Uncle Jimmy” to thank. 


ItJ& pniortunate that there were so 
niai^gooa^republicans up for theiob 
of postmaster a^ Benton Harbor. Had 
there been fewer Congressman E. L. 
Hamilton’s opposing forces would have 
been smaller, and the prospects of his 
return to congress would have had a 
brilliant tinge to them. And then, too, 
there is an army of local republicans 
who do not like the idea ¡.o! having lo­ 
cal politics run by the mayor of a city 
60 miles away. ‘^Who is ‘Jimmy’ Mon­ 
roe,” they ask “that he must shine 
with such brilliant lustre in the Ber­ 
rien county political constellation'?”

The story is out that the anti 
of the legion against Woodruff is re­ 
n t e d with grave seriousness by 
woodruff’s managers and that there is 
a possibility of oil being poured upon 
the troubled waters by the withdrawal 
of his name and the substitution of an­ 
other who enjoys greater local popu­ 
larity. 
Mr. Hamilton’s friends, it is 
said, have some fear of his safety. Al­ 
though Berrien county and tnis con­ 
gressional district includes considera­ 
ble more than Benton Harbor and St. 
Joseph ‘it is felt that the influence*in 
these two cities may be farther reach­ 
ing than may be anticipated, and the 
congressman can ill afford to antago­ 
nize the leading St. Joseph republi­ 
cans. 


Various theoies are advanced in ex 
planation of the persistent energies of 
local republican leaders and Jimmy 
Monroe in influencing Mr.Hamilton to 
select postmasters for these two cities 
whoseappointments are certain to array 
a dangerous opposition against him.

pretend to be playing in the hands of 
Mr. Hamilton are dealing with a trick

that the men who pretend to be guid­

The Way Foraker Vndemtood It. 


Foraker was with Morgan when ht 
went to see the president and Vest said 
to Foraker: "I call attention tothe state­ 
ment of the gentleman from Alabama 
that the president and secretary of state 
desired that names of consuls should 
not be given as it would involve their 
assassination. Is that so?" 


“Not in that language," replied Fora­ 
ker, “but it was suggested that the dis­ 
closure of names might do more harm 
than good, and possibly lead to vio­ 
lence." 


It Wm Quit« th« Venal Course. 


Foraker said that the department felt 
that there should be a reserve in giving 
the sources of its information. It was 
quite a usual course. Hoar pointed out 
that it was usual to withhold the names 
of consuls when the disclosure might 
result in a demand for their recall. 


In concluding his speech Foraker said 
It was time that the United 
States 
ceased policing her shores In the inter­ 
est of Spain. It was timt to end this 
quasi co-partnership in a brutal and 
hellish war and, for hia part, no vote oír 
act would continue thia unholy alliance. 
There were evidences of a démonstra­ 
tion In the galleries as Foraker closed,

^ Hoar replied to Foraker and said that 
what Spain had dscllned .wae what any

That was not a declination of media­ 
tion. Twenty years ago Spain had said 
there might be circumstances under 
which she would accept mediation. And 
If the facts claimed by the senator from 
Ohio were true it must seem to hini that 
the golden hour arrived. 


Hoar called atUntion to a statement 
in Olney's letter which Foraker had not 
read-’tbat the war was conducted by 
the insurgents not by pitched battles, 
bqt by applying the torch to plantations 
and atriylng to starve out the Spanish 
soldiers by destroying plantations and 
business. If It were true that insurgents 
wers thus destroying the property of 
American citlsens was a violation of the 
rules of war, and that they were ban­ 
ished or punished by death, he asked, 
and added: “1 would like a report from 
the committee cm foreign relations on 
that point." 


He did not know whether If a Cuban, 
or an American cltiaen, were caught 
red-handed In such business he should 
not be put to death; 
Federal soldlerâ 
had been executed in the American re­ 
bellion after trial by a drumhead court- 
martial for burning a military bridge.

“The situation thus desc'ribed," he con­ 
tinues. “is of great interest to the peo­ 
ple of the United States. They are in­ 
terested in any struggle anywhere for 
freer political institutions, but neces­ 
sarily and in special measure in a strug­ 
gle that Is raging almost in sight of 
our shores." 


He said his purpose was not at that 
time to suggest Intervention, but that 
the United States could not contemplate 
with complacency another ten years of 
Cuban Insurrection. 
Olney then sug­ 
gests that neither Spain nor the Cubans 
can reasonably object to this interven­ 
tion, and adds that If anything Is to be 
done It should be done at once and on 
Spain's initiative.

Benton Harbor Can Get a Maanlfl- 
cent Water Syatem. 


It will cost not to exceed 14,000 for 
Becton Harbor to make the desired in­ 
crease to her water supply. 
This is 
the estimate of an engineer who has 
had the matter under close considera­ 
tion. 


The plan which the city must adopt 
to get all the water it may require for 
this amount is to lay a main to Mc- 
Guigan Springs. 
This estimate would 
permit of a IS-inch pipe being used 
through which enough water would 
Aow to make an auxiliary of sufficient 
capacity to furnish, with the supply at 
hand, a city four times the size of 
Benton Harbor. 


There are six screens in the wells at 
the water works station that could be 
removed without affecting the capacity 
of the service. Their use is unneces­ 
sary where they are now located and 
these could be sunk at McGuigan 
Springs, and all that would be required 
to permit of the city utilizing the 
spring water would be the pipe and 
several valves. 
The screens cost from 
$100 to $200 each, but the city has these 
as before stated. 


There is a fall of .35 feet from the 
springs to Benton Harbor, which con­ 
dition would not make it necessary to 
adopt the use of power in bringing the 
water here, and the water is the nnest 
that could be procured. 


The same engineer who figured that 
the city could get its water at McGui­ 
gan Springs for $4,000 stated that it 
would not cost a cent less than $150,QQO 
to bring the water from Lake MicM-
